The Mayor replied that 4t was his in- 
tention to remain perfectly neutral in 
the matter, In order that no question

requested. He assured the members of 
_ the committee that his sympathies 
were with the street-car employés and 
that he would do ali in his power to 
aid them in thelr struggle for better 
wages, and the recognition of their 
right to organize. 
Cornelius stated that the entire Mar- 
ket-street system was tied up, and that 
it ~aye be impossible for the railway 
peoplé to move a wheel without the aij 
the employés. The men were re- 
solved to hold out to the last. They 
were merely asking for their rights as 
Wwage-earners and free men, and they 
proposed to battle for those rights, in 
the belief that they had the sympathy 
of the public on their side. 
Later in the day the Mayor sent the 
following letter to a meeting of the 
employés: 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 20, 1992. 
Street Railway Employés—Gentlemen 
and Friends: 
ceipt of your very kind invitation to 
appear before you and to address you 
this afternoon. Being actually engaged 
in important public conferences, I shall 
not be able to come before you. 
I congratulate you on the evidence 
of public respect and esteem whieh 
your observance of the law and your 
resort to only peaceful measures have 
obtained for you. 
Whatever may follow, I .4vise you 
earnestly to maintain your present 
peaceful maniy attitude, and to 
lish whatever ends you have in 
view without infraction of law or 
breach of the peace. 
I beseech you, also, one and all, to 
refrain from the use of any intoxivcat- 
ing liquor whatever during the cxist- 
ence of present condition. It may not 
be necessary to suggest, and 1 .on't 
wish to interfere with any man’s per- 
Sonal liberties, but in times of lefsure. 
enforved or voluntary, indulgence in 
strong drink is frequently the great. 
est cause of énsuing trouble and often 
leads to failure. Very sincerely rours, 
[Signed] ‘E. SCHMITZ. 
The Mayor alsé issued the fullow- 
ing formal instructions to Chief of Po-

“Should occasion arise, assign every 
necessary and available policeman for 


the protection of all property involved |

It is not 
the city’s province, however, to detail 
her peace officers for special service 
to move care. 

“My investigation of. the situation 
this afternoon. discloses absolutely 
peaceful conditions and very manly 
and peaceable sentiments among the 
striking street-car employés. Shon!d 
troubie oceur at any point from ont- 
side intervention, it should be sup- 
pressed at once. 

“Under no circumstances wil! vio- 
lence he allowed arnvwhere.”

LURED TO LONE BUTTE. 

Many Locators Filing Mining Claims 

Because of a Discovery of Copper Ore 

in the Tostin Property. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

HELENA (Mont.) April 20.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] County Clerk and Re- 
corder Coad,of Broadwater county, who 
arrived in Helena today, says that his 
office has een very busy for two or 
three days ‘recording mining claims 
filed by locators who have been lured 
to the Lone Butte country by reports 
of a rich copper strike made by some 
Butte parties. 

It appears ‘that the Butte people had 
a bond on the Tostin claim in the Lone 
Butte district, south of Radersburg, 
near the Dogtown Flats. At a depth 
of 160 feet, the cross-cutting for the 
lead uncovered seventeen feet of cop- 
per ore, fiva feet of which is said to 
run as high’as 21 per cent. copper. 

The news of the strike spread as only 
such news can, and locators came from 
all directions. About two hundred 
claims havé been located, and the 
ground around the Tostin claim is said 
to be plastered with claims.

With its 
118,000 square miles, it is more than 
twice as large as Engiand and Wales, 
26 per cént. larger than England, 
Wales and Scotland, almost as large 
as Great Britain and Ireland, and 
larger than the kingdom of Italy. 
' Jt is possible that this great Terri- 
tory may be still farther increased in 
size in the near future. It is re- 
ported from San Diego—the City of 


_ Grief—that the residents of that head 


center of human troubles have re- 
vived an agitation which was started 
gome time ago, for the annexation of 
San Diego county to the Territory of 
‘Arizona. They figure, by @&»me mys- 
terious method of reasoning which is 
only comprehensible to minds that 
work under the dual influence of Sis- 
ter Tingley and Brother Babcock, that 
such a change would vastly increase 
the importance of San Diego, which 
city, they have apparently begun to 
realize, cam mever expect to rate as 
more than a second fiddle in the 
Southern California orchestra. As a 
‘portion of Arizona, and the seaport of 
‘that great Territory, they expect that 
they would come near to being the 
entire opera. In that case, by the 
way, it would certainly be a comic 
‘opera, something after the style of the 
“Grand Duchess of Gerolstein.”” With 
San Diego as the seaport of Arizona, 
it is supposed by the Griefers that 
the City of Bay and Climate would im- 
mediately start upon an era of aston- 


‘fishing growth, and that railroad com- 
panies would be tumbling over one 
‘another for the privilege of construct- 


ing that much-talked-of air line 


‘from San Diego to Yuma, Santiago de 


Cuba, and way stations. 

This is all very funny, but it Is a 
fact—that is to say, it is a fact that 
some of the San Diegans are actually 
saying these things, in print, with ap- 
parent seriousness. It is, however, 
somewhat doubtful whether this San 
Diego mirage will materialize in the 
near future. 

On the other hand, there is a proj- 
ect on foot, which will probably be 
carried out, to carve a slice off the 
immense area of Arizona Territory. 
A brief dispatch from Washington an- 
mounces that Senator Kearns has in- 
troduced a bill, annexing to Utah all 
that portion of Arizona lying north 


and west of the Colorado River. This | 


is a section of the Territory about as 
large as the average Arizona county, 
lying in the extreme northwest corner 
of the Territory. Nothing is_ said 
about the reason for this proposed 
change, but old-time Arizonans know 
that it lies im the fact that, while 
Congress has declared this section to 
be in Arizona, Providence, when the 
latest readjustment of the surface of 
the earth was made, some millions of 
years ago, had provided that it should 
belong to the section which we now 
call Utah. This portion of Arizona 
is so isolated and remote, so inacces- 
sible from the Arizona side, that for 
Many years the few residents escaped 


taxation altogether,-the Arizona as- 


sessors not considering it worth the 
time and trouble necessary to visit 
them. 

All things considered, it is far more 
probable that the census of 1910 will 
Show Arizona Territory with a de- 
creased area of several thousand 
square miles, rather than that it will 
be increased by the 8400 square miles 
of San Diego county.

-QEGULATION OF TRUSTS. 


Emil Steinbach of Vienna has an 
article in the April number of the 
International Monthly on the dangers 
from trusts, from which it appears that 
the trust evil is about as formidable 
a problem in Germany as it is in the 
United States. Discussing the meth- 
ods and proposed methods of regulat- 
ing these vast aggregations of capital, 
Mr. Steinbach refers to the new Ger- 
man code of commercial law, enacted 
on the 10th of May, 1897. He says: 

“Section 191 of this code prescribes 
that in case payments other than in 
cash are made by shareholders to the 
stock of a joint-stock company, or in 
case the proposed incorporation as- 
sumes control of existing or proposed 
plants or their effects, the incorpo- 
rators must in a written declaration 
explain the fundamental! circumstances 
by which the adjustment of the 
amounts guaranteed for the deposited 
or assumed effects were arrived at. 
The incorporators are furthermore re- 
quired to state the preliminary legal 
steps taken in connection with the cor- 
poration’s acquisitions, to state the 
cost of the raw material » the cost 
of manufacture during the past two 
years, and in case of the absorption of 
another enterprise by the corporation, 
its earnings for the past two business 
years. The accuracy and completeness 
of the statements are to be examined, 
not only by a board of directors and 
a supervisory committee, but also by 
special auditors to be appointed by the 
Chamber of Commerce or by the 
court.” 

There can be little doubt that one of 
the most effective of the proposed 
methods for the regulation of trusts 
is that of publicity. Public sentiment 
in favor of this method appears to 
be slowly crystallizing in the United 
States. From the above it is clear 
that practical progress has already 
been made in this direction in Ger- 
many. The provision above quoted, 
while it does not provide for complete 
publicity of the detailed operations of 
trusts, goes far enough to check, In a 
material degree, some of the evils 
which. aris®? from surreptitiops in- 
creases of capital 
stock) with no corresponding increment 
of actual and visible assets. 

This problem is certain to press 
more and more imperatively upon 
American legislators for solution in 
the near future. Perhaps we may be 
able to learn something from r- 
many, in this regard, which will guide 
us to a practicable solution of the 
problem. 


TRUE PEACE POLICY. 


In response to a Senate resolution, 
the Secretary of War has placed in the 
hands of the Senate Committee on the 
Philippines certain information, con- 
sisting of circulars, orders and reports 
bearing on the conduct of military af- 
fairs in the unpacified provinces of the 
Philippines. Among the documents 
submitted, as noted in dispatches from 
Washington, was a circular issued De- 
cember 24, by order of Brig.-Gen. Ja- 
cob H. Smith, commanding the Sixth 
Separate Brigade, through his Adju- 
tant-General, Capt. W. BE. Ayer, from 
the brigade headquarters at Tacloban. 
Leyte, to the station commanders in 
Samar, in which the conviction was 
expressed that the wealthy classes of 
“Prudientes” among the natives, while 
professing friendship toward the Amer- 
icans, were in reality enemies, and 
were more responsible than any others 
for the continuance of hostilities. The 
circular detlared that under such con- 
ditions the only practicable course to 
pursue would be one “that would create 
in the minds of all a burning desire for 
peace—a desire or longing so intense, 
sO personal, so real, that it will impel 
them to join hands with the Americans 
in the accomplishment of that end.” 
The policy of the brigade commander, 
it was further stated, would be “to 
wage war in the sharpest and most de- 
‘cisive manner possible.” 

On February 11, 1902, the same bri- 
gade commander, Brig.-Gen. J. H. 
Smith, announced through the usual 
channel that he had become convinced 
that active oppogition had been over- 
come, and added: 

“As we have the past compelled 
them to respect our prowess in arms, 
we must in the future compel them to 
respect our generosity of heart toward 
a vanquished foe and our purity of pur- 
pose in waging war upon their mis- 
guided leaders ‘and 
Henceforth, then, it must be the labor 
of our officers and men to assist the 
loyal natives in repairing the ravages 
of war. Our troops must always keep 
in mind that the standards of the na- 
tives of Samar were announced to the 
world at Balangiga. Watchfulness and 
kindliness henceforth must go hand in 
hand.” 

Gen. Chaffee, in a letter to Gen. 
Hughes, commanding the Department 
of the Visayas, dated September 30, 
commenting on the Balangiga massa- 
cre, in which more than fifty Americans 
were slain by professedly friendly na- 
tives, under circumstances of atrocious 
cruelty and treachery, says: : 

“I would not trust 50 per cent. of the 
male population, and they must not be 
trusted. It is our duty to suspect every 
male inhabitant in these islands, and 
the proof of any error in this regard 
must rest with them by action which 


‘cannot be misunderstood. While I do 


not urge inhuman treatment of any 
person in these islands, it is necessary 
that we be stern and inflexible, and both 
officers and men must be cordially sup- 
ported in their duty in this regard.” 

Gen. J. F. Bell, in an order issued 
December 9%, to station commanders, 
urges the pursuance of a bold policy in 
pressing the war to a conclusion, so as 
to “make the people want peace, and 
want it badly.”” He warns the com- 
manders against the craft and deceit of 
the wealthy natives, and especially 
againgt the priests, whom he declares 
to be the most dangerous enemies of 
our government. Jn a-later circular 
Gen. Bell says: 


“The United States government, dis-

otherwise, has for three years exer- 
cised an extraordinary forbearance and 
patiently adhered to magnanimous 
pand benevolent poiicy toward the inhab- 
itants in the territory garrisoned by 
this brigade. The effect of this policy 
upon the natives has been to cause 
them to become scornful of the kind- 
lest efforts. The brigade commander, 
therefore, announces that wherever 
prisoners or unarmed or defenseless 
Americans or natives friendly to the 
United States government are mur- 
dered or assassinated for political rea- 
sons, and this fact can be established, 
It is his purpose to execute a prisoner 
of war to be selected from the officers 
or prominent citizens held as prisoners 
of war, and chosen when practicable 
from those who belong to the town 
where the murder or assassination oc- 
curred.” 

Special instructions were also given 
to prevent looting, and for the full pro- 
tection of all persons who had demon- 
strated their friendliness and loyalty 
to the United States. 

It is clear to any person of intell- 


could have been adopted for bringing 
about a cessation of hostilities. Pacific 
and olent measures were not un- 
derstood nor appreciated. Kindness 
was rewarded with treachery, and the 
sterner measures became an absolute 
necessity. That this energetic policy 
was the right one to pursue, under the 
circumstances, has been amply demon- 
strated by results. The insurrection 
has been practically ended in the prov- 
inces in question. 

It is an axiom of warfare that if war 
is to be prosecuted it should be prose- 
cuted with vigor—euch vigor as to 
make the enemy “want peace, and want 
it badly.” Half-way measures are the 
unwisest measures possible. The true 


policy—lies in a vigorous prosecution of 
war, where war must be prosecuted, 
and in the magnanimous treatment of 
vanquished foes. This is the policy 
which our government, and our com- 
manders in the field, have pursued, as 
a general rule, in the Philippines. If 
we have erred, it has been in the too 
lenient treatment of those who: falsely 
professed to be friendly; in taking the 
word rather than the deed as proof of 
loyalty. The wisdom of the course 
which has been pursued will become 
clearer and clearer as the history of 
our occupation of the Philippines is 
brought to light.

Fear of the Unknown. 

Rev. C. J. K. Jones preached yester- 
day morning in the Church of the 
Unity on “The Fear of the Unknown.” 
He said in part: “Fear, downright, 
unreasoning and unreasonable fear, 
plays a very great part in all religions. 
It has played the most conspicuous 
part in the outward development and 
expression of religion as witnessed in 
the creeds, the rites and ceremonies of 
the churches. Fear, dread, anxiety, 
apprehension and. similar states of. 
mind have characterized the mood in 
which most worship has been offered 
to the gods. The rites and ceremonies 
of worship have been propitiatory in 
their character. An angry God has 
ever been enthroned as the supreme 
law giver, and arbitrary ruler of hu- 
man fate and foftune. To properly 
worship this omuipotent gutecrat of 
the theologies has ever been the espe- 
cial care of. priests and worshipers 
alike. 

“Reference to a concordance of the 
Bible, or to Shakespeare, will show 
the influence that fear and its syno- 
nyms have exercised over men’s lives, 
as expressed in these two great works 
of our literature. We Christians have 
inherited the idea of an angry God 
from the records of our Bible, and from 
the traditions of nineteen centuries of 
historica! Christianity. The Jehovah 
whose home was on Mt. Sinai, amid its 
clouds and storms, is still the God who 
is angry, jealous and vengeful—in the 
ideas of most creeds and their teach- 
ing. Fear of this God is still ‘a large 
part of the stock in trade’ of the aver- 
age revivalist. And all this obtains in 
spite of Jesus’ words, ‘One is your 
father.’ The wrath of the Christian 
God is the wrath of the old Hebrew 
God modified by the propitiatory sac- 
rifice of Jésus—the Hebrew peasant of 
Nazareth. The rites and ceremonies of 
the Christian church perpetuate this 
idea. The churches are largely re- 
cruited from the ranks of those who, 
whatever else they may be, are much 
given to fear of the unknown—men 
and women who are directed more by 
sentiment and emotion than by intelli- 
gence and the reasoning faculties. 

“A member of one of our churches 
remarked, ‘If I didn’t fear hell I 
wouldn't go to church. I wouldn't do 
anything good.’ He was a type of 
millions who primarily are constrained 
by fear, rather than by moral and 
ethical convictions, . I recognize the 
value of fear in the economy of the 
human conduct. Ta many it is a sort 
of moral policeman. But such fear of 
God is altogether unreasonable. It is 
a very real phase of actual infidelity. 
Surely in any intelligently rational 
conception of God there is no place for 
any fear of Him, either now or here- 
after. -In religions, ihe fear of the un- 
known is like the r of the bogie 
man in the dark instilled in children’s 
minds. There is no more reason for 
the former than for the latter.” 


Perfect Peace. 


Rev. Caarles W. Naumann,. the as- 
sistant minister of Christ Church, an- 


‘| nounced last evening that in response 


to a request made by Dr. Dowling at 
the morning service that some one 
present should offer to give $275 to 
complete the fund of $1000 with which 
to double the accommodations of the 
Sunday-school room, a gentleman had 
responded, offering, not only to con- 
tribute that amount, but also to pur- 
chase an organ for the infant class- 
room, when it should be completed. 
At the morning service, Dr. Dowling, 
preaching on “Perfect Peace, a Study 
of the wenty-third Psalm,’ said: 
“Thirty centuries ago there lived a 
king who in his boyhood had-been a 
shepherd lad, and in his old age, when 
he had experienced the joys and the 
sorrows of life, he wrote a song, which 
it takes less than two minutes deliber- 
ately to repeat. Today everything he 
owned, all which made him seem great 
and wonderful, has turned to dust, ex- 
cept his song, and his songs, the 
throne on which he sat, the harp which 
once his fingers were -accustomed to 
sweep, the chamber in the palace, 
from which his spirit went forth at 
last to join the ten thousand times ten 
thousand, and thousands of thousands, 
the very palace itself—all gone. But 
today that song goes still singing its 
way into the cottage of the poor and 
the mansion of the’ great, into the 
home of the learned, and the home of 
the unlearned, because it sings of what 
all the world is hungering for—peace. 
Edward Irving died with it on his lips. 
Martin Luther spoke. of it as ‘The Lit- 
tle Bible,’ and Henry Ward Beecher 
as ‘The Nightingale Song,’ because it 
sang in the night.” 3

Many people 
are toiling in the darkness today. 
Their methods are poor. Their hard 
work wins no success. If they would 
listen to Christ, He would advise them 
to work im the light and to keep away 
from shore. Method is absolutely nec- 
essary to success. Alfred the Great, 
Robert Bruce, Washington and Jacob 
are instances of heroes who failed in 
some periods of their works. Their 
failures made them think, inquire, 
learn lessons, and edopt different meas- 
ures; and then they had great vic- 
tories. Christ is the way. That means 
He is the true and divine method. To 
follow Him is to use His methods of 
form character, of helping others, 
and of life-adjustment. Greedy .pér- 
sons, nations and corporations always 
come to grief. Some good persons, in 
the .pride of independence, undertake 
more than they can carry to success- 
ful issue; and then they have to call 
to others to save them from losing 
their rewards. Christ's advice is ‘Fish 

deep water, and let your nets down 


-on the right side of the ship, not on the 


left side.’ Religion directs the soul to 

the grandest conquests of life, and to 

a way out of failures.” 


Separating Power of Sin. 

At the First Christian Church on 
yesterday morning, Rev. A. Cy 
Smither preached upon “The Separat- 
ing Power of Sin” from the scripture: 
“Your iniquities have separated be- 
tween you and your God.” He said. in 


part: 

“The fact of sin rests at the bottom 
of every great religious system. The 
sinfulness of the race necessitated the 
coming of Jesus to save men from sin 
and its awful consequences. ./ Men's 
sins consist in their departure from the 
laws of God, their expulsion from their 
normal environments and results in 
dire disaster to the race. 

“Sin separated angels from God.

His life is out of harmony 
with the nature of the Infinite, and 
his separation from fellowship with 
God follows upon disobedience. 
Sin separates man from man and pro- 
duces strife, contention and division, 
where peace and harmony ought to 
prevail. The marriage ti@ is often dis- 
solved, the home is frequently over- 
thrown because sin is introduced into 
it. Churches are often rent in twain 
because evil gets into the heart of its 
members. There is no such destruct- 
tive force in human history as sin. 

“Sin comes between man and his 
own highest nature, his own best self. 
The purity of the child is changed in- 
to the impurity of the felon by its de- 
grading power. The son in ;/enty is 
conver into the Prodigal in dire 
need by the love and practice of sin. 
Men are low and base only because 
they sin and mar the divine image in 
them. 

“Sin separates man from his God 
here. Sin in its very essence must 
always threw men out of harmony with 
God. That there will be any opportu- 
nity in the future world for turning 
from sin to obedience to God there is 
no proof in the sacred book. It must 
follow therefore that the sinner must 
ever be expelled from the presence and 
fellowship with God. The presence of 
sin is with every man. No one can 
evade its power. In His mercy God 
has provided forgiveness for sin for all 
who will turn from evil and follow in 
the footsteps of the Master who is the 
way, the truth and the life. All who 
would be saved from sin and its terri- 
ble consequences must find salvation 
in and through the Son of God, who 
loved the world and gave himself for 
it that men might not perish, but be 
eternally saved.” ;

Possible Reason of His 
Disappearance. 


Hore Fuller Case Not 


Yet Complete.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 20.—The po- 
lice stated today that there were no 
developments in the Nora Fuller mur- 
der case.

subsequent discovery that she had been

“I want it distinctly understood that 
Iam not saying he is the man guilty 
of the murder of Nora Fuller; I am not 
even expressing an opinion as to his 
guilt or innocence; that I never do un- 
til the suspected party has had a trial, 
and a jury has passed on his case. In 
this case, there are circumstances con- 
nected with the flight or disappearance 
of, Hadley which, considered in connec- 
tidh with the Nora Fuller case, are 
worthy of investigation. This we have 
done and are doing, and are willing to 
give the public a report of the result 
to date.” 

While the circumstances nst Had- 
ley are sald by the police to stronger 
than those against any other suspect, 
there are some things that are yet to 
be explained before they can hope to 
make the chain complete. 

At the Examiner office, where Hadley 
was formerly employed as subscription 
clerk, the statement is made that Had- 
ley handled considerable sums of 
money. Examination of-his accounts 
after he left showed a shortage. He 
was aware that an investigation had 
disclosed irregularities and neglect of 
duty that would insure his dismissal 
even were his accounts square. These 
facts might be considered sufficient to 
account for Hadley’s disappearance. 

Clara Dixon, the woman whose story 
furnished the basis of the polce the- 
ory, claims to knew where Hadley is at 
present, but says that she wil not dis- 
close the place.

PROPELLER ROPED IN. 


QUEER PLIGHT OF STEAMER. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

BUREKA, April 20.—When 
steamer Alliance started to leave the 
railroad wharf today to go to Haugh- 
ey’s shingle mill for a portion of her 
cargo, her propeller refused to turn 
over. The steamer was perfectly 
helpless, and in that condition drifted 


.across the bay until she brought up 


on anchors just as she grounded in 
the soft mud. 

Fred Wilkenson, a diver employed to 
make an investigation, discovered that 
the propelier arch was completely 
blocked with a three-inch Manila ca- 
ble wound around the shaft. He cut 
th fourteen inches of rope fre- 
fore it could be cleared. Capt. Hard- 
wick says that when backing away 
from the slip in San Francisco Harbor 
he heard a sound resembling the part- 
ing of a rope. He considers it highly 
probable that the steamer came all 
the way from San Fratcisco to Eu- 
reka with her propeller fouled. 

If the bar had rough another 
marine disaster in all probability would 
have occurred, as the propeller cculd 
not have been reversed, whith is 
often necessary when crossing a rough 
bar. She had thirgeen passengers 
aboard. 

CASCADE WATER POWER. 


WILL GENERATE ELECTRICITY. 
[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

TACOMA, April 20.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.} By order of President Hill, 
the Great Northern engineers have 
taken up the question of early utiliza- 
tion of water power in the Cascade 
Mountains-for generation of electric 
with which to operate Great 
trains. across the Cascade 
Mountains for a huhdred miles. Dur- 
ing the past month, the Great North. 
ern engineers have been locating 
water-power and power-house rights 
on rivers and creeks in the Cascades, 
contiguous to Cascade tunnel. 

By using electricity for steam. Hill's 
railroad will effect a great saving and 
gain of speed. The engineers propose 
the using of the third-rail system of 
electric locomotives on the entire moun- 
tain division.

Enlarged Equipment. 

The way railroads are compelled to 
enlarge their equipment because of the 
great activity prevailing in almost all 
branches of business, is illustrated by 
this one road:

All told, the freight and service roll- 
ing stock was increased by 8073 pieces, 
All freight cars bought were equipped 
with automatic couplers, air brakes 
and steel bolsters. In addition to the 
equipment acquired and paid for dur- 
ing 1901, orders have been placed for 
delivery this year of 400 Kodger bal- 
last cars, 500 stock cars, 380 furniture 
cars and two café observation cars, 
besides which three additional steam 
shovels and three Lidgerwood unload- 
ers wil] be available for track work 
the coming summer.

DIVERGENT COURT VIEWS. 


The Legal Rights of Labor Unions. 


Three important though not alto. 
gether harntonious decisions in regard 
to strikes and labor organizations were 
rendered in widely-separate courts dur-

ing the first week of April. The New 
York Court of Appeals, in a case in 
which the plaintiff was the National 
Protective Association of Steam Fitters 
and Helpers, affirmed the rigats of la- 
bor unions to limit their membership, 
to strike and to refuse to work with 
non-union men. The piaintiff, repre- 
senting an association whose members 
worked for lower wages than those of 
the defendant organization, the Enter- 
prise Association of Steam and Hot 
Air Fitters and General Workers. on 
Motive Power, asked an _ injunction 


had threatened to strike unless the con- 
tractor employed defendant's members 
instead of those of the plaintiff. Jus- 
tice Truax had granted an injunction 
restraining the from strik- 
ing or making threats—but that judg- 
ment was reversed by the Appeviate 
Division, whose decision has now been 
sustained by a majority of the. Court 
of Appeals, three judges dissenting, 
The majority opinion says: ; 

“The defendants had the right to 
strike for any reason they deemed a 
just one, and had the right to. notify 
their employer of their purpose to 
strike. 
possible to deny the right of the de- 
fendant organization and their mem- 
bers to refuse to work with non-meni- 
bers when in the event of injury by 
the carelessness of such co-employés 
the burden would have to be borne by 
the injured without compensation from 
the employer and with no financial re- 
sponsibility on the part of thosé caus- 
ing the injury. 

“So long as workmen must assume 
all the risk of injury that may come to 
them through the carelessness of co- 
employés, they have the moral ahd le-) 
they will not 
work with certain men, and the em- 
ployer must take their dictation or go 
without their services. The defendant 
association, as appears from the find- 
ings, wanted to put their men in the 
place of certain men at work, who were 
non-members working for smaller pay, 
and they set about doing it in a per- 
fectly lawful manner., They determined 
that if it were necessary they would 
bear the burden and expense of a strike 
‘to accomplish that résult, and in so 
determining they were clearly within 
their rights. A labor organization is 
endlowed with precisely the same legal 
right as is an individual to threaten 
to do that which it may lawfully do.” 

On the other hand, in a suit for in- 
junction In the United States Court at 
Indianapolis by the Rockwood Manu- 
facturing Company to restrain its strik- 
ing iron molders from interfering with 
its employés, Judge Baker, in ordering 
the defendants to appedr on April 15 
and show cause why a restraining or- 
der should not be issued against them, 
strongly rebuked the acts of the strik- 
ers. He sald the condition of affairs 
at the Rockwood Company’s works 
was a disgrace to the city and State, 


Mayor insteag of the United States 
Court to prevent assaults, and that the 
men who wished to work had a right 
to carry revolvers and shotguns for pro- 
tection as they went to and from the 
factory. “Things have come to a pretty 
pass,”” he said, “‘when the city of in- 
dianapolis will not give the men who 
wish to work protection from men who 
do not want them to work.” Affidavits 
made by men who wished to work for 
the company declared they had been 
beaten, assaulted and intimidated by 
the strikers until they were in fear for 
their lives. Only one policeman was 
stationed at the works, and the strik- 
ers followed the men to their homes 
or assaulted them on Ahe way, or by 
intimidation caused them to quit work. 
It is probable that when the case 
|} comes up, Judge Baker will find some 
way to put a stop to these outrages. 

Meantime, however, it may be re- 
murked that a similar state of things 
has been existing in Chicago for seme 
months in connection with the strike of 
the machinists at the Allis-Chalmers 
works. Many meg have been assaulted 
and beaten and s®me have been killed 
for the offense of working in the es- 
tablishment, and, although the Federal 
Court has issued injunctions, and these 
assaults have been brought to its no- 
tice, no actual] protection appears to 
be afforded. ‘“Picketing,” which Judge 
Kohlsaat enjoined In August of last 
year, is now permitted by the same 
court, upon the theory that it is a 
peaceful measure; but the assaults to 
-which !t has directly led have escaped 
punishment and have continued in open 
contempt of judicial orders. 

Another common weapon of striking 
organizations, boycotting, in regard to 
the nature of which courts have been 
divided, has been enjoined by Judge 
Ferris at Wilkesbarre, Pa., in a suit 
brought by Patterson & Co., to prevent 
the Building Trades Council from car- 
rying out its threat of boycotting the 
complainants. In making permanent 
his temporary injunction granted some 
months before, Judge Ferris said: “The 
boycott is destructive to persona! lib. 
erty and utterly subversive of all social 
order, all law and all government, and 
is therefore unlawful.” The daws 
against conspiracy and against re- 
straint of trade have also been deemed 
opposed to the principle @f the boycott, 
Prova this uncivilized method of labor

te years. The efforts of employers 

nd employés are being increasingly 
turned to voluntary arbitration for the 
adjustment of difficulties, and there is 
reason to hope that the multiplying 
and often conflicting rulings of the 
courts on the subjects of strikes, hoy-

ally be rendered unnecessary by peace- 
ful and reasonable agreement between 
the parties concerned.—[ Railway Age.

He was 68 years of) 
age. The body will be taken to Phila-' 
delphia for interment. No further’ 
funeral arrangements have been made 
as yet. 

Stockton had spent the past winter. 
in New York, and had fone very little! 
literary work, preferring to rest. | 
After a visit of nearly a month to At-, 
lantic City, he came to Washington, so: 
that he might attend the banquet of 
the scientists, intending then to go to} 
his beautiful home in Charies-, 
town, W. Va. 

Stockton was a Philadelphian by; 
birth: in early life he was an engraver, 
and draughtsman, but soon abandoned 
this occupation for journalism. Many. 
years ago, however, he retired wholly | 
from newspaper work and devoted, 
himself to literature. His reputation : 
as a story-writer was world-wide. .

AT HALF-MAST. 


Arrangements for the Funeral Will 
Not Be Completed Until the Arrival 

| of Senator Bard from Washington 
~ om Wednesday—Body to Lie in State. 


_ VENTURA, April 20.—Ventura is in 
mourning today because of the death 
of one of the most beloved citizens of 
‘the county, Dr. Cephas L. Bard, who 
passed away et 2:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing, as was stated in The Times yes- 
terday. His death occurred at the 
BZilizabeth Bard Memorial Hospital, an 
institution, the opening of which ful- 
Milled one of his greatest ambitions, 
vis., that of erecting to the memory of 
his mother a memorial which would ‘be 
‘@ benefit to his fellow-men. 

His hundreds of friends throughout 
the county were in a measure prepared 
for the news of the death of Dr. Bard, 
Zor it had been known for several days 
that he could not long survive. The 
‘@nnouncement of his death was never- 
theless a great shock, for there are few, 
if any, men in the county who had a 
greater number of friends. Last night 
“it became known that he would not 
live to see another sun rise, and al- 
though they could do nothing, scores 
of his friends waited about the hos- 
‘pital all night, hoping ‘for news that 
Dis condition had taken a more favor- 
@bie turn. From time to time they 
Wrere told of the condition of the man 
they loved, but the bulletins gave them 
Ro encouragement, and at 2:30 o'clock 
this morning Dr. Bard breathed his 
last. A few minutes after his death 
the bells of the city began tolling. 
Fifty-nine times they rang, once for 
year of his useful life. Today 
flags are at half-mast all over the 
county out of respect for Ventura 
county’s most beloved citizen. 

Senator Bard will arrive Wednesday 
evening from Washington. Miss 
Blanche Bard of Chambersburg and 
Albert Bard of Hueneme were at; the 
hospital when Dr. Bard died. Accord- 
ing to the wishes of the deceased, the 
body will lie in state for one day at his 
late residence on Oak street. The Ven-

One Company to Erect Five Hundred 


Cottages Which Will Make a Row of 
_ Houses from Oceano to Pismo—Prom- 


SANTA MARIA, April 20.—Messrs. 
Pomeroy and Stimson, of Los Angeles, 
owners of the Pismo townsite, are con- 
templating the erection of a magnifi- 
cent hotel at Pismo Beach. The plans 
are already prepared and extensive im- 
provements all along the beach will 
follow, including railroad depots by 
the Southern Pacific. The Grand 
Beach Improvement Company, which 
owns the Grover townsite is also pre- 
paring to cut up its ocean frontage 
and will erect five hundred cottages, 
which, when erected. will make a row 
of hpuses from Oceano to Pismo.

CCESSIBILITY 
OF THE PRESIDENT. 


A NOTED ENGLISHMAN TELLS OF 
HIS EXPERIENCES. 


Met at the Door by President Mc-- 
Kinley and Invited to Gray Gables by 
President Cieveland—A Poor Woman’s 
Piea for Her Son. 


{Hall Caine in Household Words:] 
The Englishman who desires an inter- 
view with the Home Sécretary speedily 
becomes aware of the necessity of 
making rather elaborate amwangements, 
and when he has at length penetrated 
ise the large and handsome ministeria! 


Cabinet in Whitehall, he is amused to 


@ee that a back staircase allows the 
‘Mifiister to escape to the courtyard 
Delow from a troublesome and unwel- 
come visitor. In like manner, the Eng- 
‘ishman who desires an interview with 
the Firet Lord of the Treasury, finds 
that he has by no means attained his 
end when he has crossed the thresho'd 
of the official residence in Downing 
street, and that a similar retreat is 
.provided from the back of the house 
nto the gardens of the park. The fact 
is more than merely amusing, it is in- 
structive, for both the preliminery ar- 
Trangements and the means of escape 
seem to be indicative of the spirit of 
‘Official life in this country. 
ACCESSIBILITY OF PRESIDENT. 
J In America, whether for good or bad, 
eli this is otherwise. The American 
‘merchant does not usually sit in an in- 
ner chamber marked ‘Private,”’ and 
only to be approached by a series of 
outer rooms, but in an open office that 
is divided frém the desks of his clerks 
by a giass partition. And in like man- 
ner, even the President of the United 
States is an Official easy of access by 
all persons having a reasonable claim 
to attention. This, in its turn, is in- 
dicative of the spirit of public life in 
‘America; but whether it works well or 
ill, whether it is good for the democ- 
Tracy of the country, or bad for the 
temper of its public servants, only 
those who have experience of it can 


gay. 
My first visit to the White House was 
a surprise to me in the ease with 
which I found my way to the Presi- 
‘dent. I had no business beyond that of 
paying my respects to Mr. McKinley; 
and it would not have surprised or an- 
noyed be in the least if I had been told 
that the President was engaged. In 
that case I should have written my 
name in the visitors’ book, which is 
kept in the hall, and been abundantly 
satisfied by the most formal acknowl- 
edgment next day. But that is not the 
way in which English visitors seem to 
be received at Washington. In less 
than three minutes I was enterifig the 
President's room, and he was coming 
‘to the door to welcome me. I did not 
think there was anything unusual in 
sthis reception, and I acted on the im- 
pression that it was an everyday oc- 
currence by staying only a few min- 
utes. 
THE PERSONALITY OF M’'KINLEY. 
In those few minutes I thought I saw 
@ good deal of the great man, whose 
death under tragic circumstances was 
partly a result of this democratic free- 
dom with which he could be ap- 


proached, Mr. McKinley was -a@ man | 
last to look into the evidence of the 


of medium height, stiff of build, and 
with a certain suggestion of the pigeon 
chest which the old-fashioned uniform 
gives to our soldiers. I should sup- 
pose he was a great smoker, for his 
teeth were deeply stained by nicotine. 
He conversed freely and well, but with 
a suggestion of a man who was mak- 
ing a speech. I remember that he 
talked of speech-making, and left the 
impression that he was rather proud 
of his achievements as an orator. 
Among other things in that connection, 
he said that an audience in Washing- 
ton was the most difficult to please 
and the best to capture. 

“If I make a speech which pleases 
Washington,”. he said, “I know it will 
please the rest of the United States.” | 

He spoke of his wife with tenderness 
and some grief. She was ill at the time. 
A great tragedy had just darkened her 
family life. I think her brother had 
been shot, and I remember this fact 
‘now with a double sense of sympathy

for the lady who has been twice smit- 
ten by the hand of the assassin. 

I do not think I was loffger than five 
minutes in the President's room, and 
the one outstanding memory that is 
worth recording is that the busiest 
and most responsible official of the 
United States could be seen without 
ceremony, without arrangement, 
by an Englishman passing through. 
Washington. \ 

A VISIT TO PRESIDENT CLEVE- 
LAND. 

This liberty «° access to great persons 
in America I had already realized by a 
pathetic experience of Mr. McKiniey’s 
predecessor, Mr. Cleveland. I saw #ome- 
thing of Mr, Cleyeland for more than 
a week at his country place on Cape 
—— but my first meeting with him 
will live longest in my mind, Going to 
Buzzard’s Bay as the guest of Mr. 
Cleveland's next neighbor, Mr. Apple- 
ton, 1 noticed as we drew up at the lit- 
tle siding that was the station for 
“Gray Gables,” the President's home, 
that an old woman was the only other 
passenger who got out of the train. 
She was evidently very poor and was 
clearly in some trouble. She inquired 
the way to President Cleveland’s house, 
and the direction was pointed out to 
her. The last 1 remember to have seen 
ef the old woman was her poor bent 
figure, and her little bundie in a col- 
ered handkerchief, going thro the 
gate of “Gray Gables,” and under the 
shadow of its trees. 

A message was waiting at Mr. Ap- 
pletonig inviting me, with my friends, 
to lunch at the President’s the follow- 
ing day. This was cheerfully accepted, 
and I looked forward to an interestin 
interview. It was not to be. Nex 
morning there came a note from’ Mrs. 
Cleveland, saying the President was 
oceupled with urgent public business, 
and asking us to come at teatime in- 
stead of lunch-time. Toward 4 o'clock 
we were preparing to set out across 
the narrow strip of water which di- 
vided the two houses, when a second 
message came from Mrs. Cleveland. 
The President was still deeply occupied 
with an important matter. Could we 
come across to dinner? The night was 
closing when our boat at length pulled 
up to the jetty of the “Gray Gables,” 
and there stood the President and his 
wife to receive us—a big, bluff figure of 
twenty-odd stones, in a soft hat, with 
a huge, misshapen brim, and a tall, 
dark, handsome woman in a red stock- 
ing cap. , 

A CASE FOR DECISION. 

Then I heard from Mrs. Cleveland 
the cause of the various changes in our 
appointment. A poor old woman had ar- 
rived from some distant place, late the 
night befere, and «wsked to ‘see the Pres- 
ident. She turned out to be the mother 
of a young man who, in a drunken fit, 
had killed a fellow-workman. He had 
been tried and condemned for the crime, 
and she had come to plead for his par- 
don. The poor old thing had very little 
to say. Her son had always been a 
good boy; he had been very good to 
her: and generally he was as gentle as 
a child. It was all due to the drink. 
Could the Président pardon him? She 
was an old woman, and quite alone tin 
the world, and she had sold up every- 
thing to get money to come, and if her 
boy was taken away from her, etc., etc. 

Then the President lectured the poor, 
helpless old thing. “I was very severe 
with her,” he said afterward. He had 
told her it was very wrong, etc., and 
she had no right, etc., and It wasn’t the 
duty of a President, etc., and people 
who committed crimes in drink, etc.. 
and the man who took the life of his 


fellow-man, and so forth and soon. 
But all the same, the big heart in the 
big creature had been deeply touched, 
and he had promised the old woman at 


case. With that promise the old woman 
had gone off to some lodging for the 
night (provided, I think, by Mrs. Cleve-, 
land,) and the President had straight- 
way telegraphed for the papers. 
THE PRESIDENT'S MAGNANIMITY. 

Next day was to have been a busy 
one at Gray Gables, for the Venesuela 
trouble was then in its earliest stages. 
Mr. Benedict's yacht was anchored in 
the waters before the house, and the 
Minister of State was to discuss the 
difficulty with Engilan which after- 
ward led to such grave results. Besides 
the greater matter, there was the 
smaller one of our little social engage- 
ment, but everything had to make way 
for the old woman's case. 

At. 9 in the morning the papers of

Counterfeits Used on Ordinary Occa- 
sions While the Real Articles Repose 
in Bank Vaults—Imitation Jewelry 
Never so Hard to Detect as Now. 


[New York Sun:}] On the show case 
of one of the big Union Square jewelry 
stores there was spread out a rather 
dazzling array of pearls. Taney were in 
the form of necklaces. There were 
necklaces single and double, triple 
and quadruple—necklaces that would 
wind once, twice or four times around 
the white neck the very sight of them 
suggested, and still leave loops of their 
modest, moon-like luster to minglé in 
lacy mysteries below. 

It was the bewildering wreckage left 
on the show case after a swooping de- 
scent upon the store by two richly- 
dressed women who had just left. The 
salesman was gathering up the fas- 
cinating loot and storing it away in 
a long, narrow and particularily dainty 


things—which rippled over his fingers 
like moonbeams on the sea-—in that 
easy, nonchalant way in which jewelry 
salesmen do handle articles that are 
worth a prince’s ransom. They might 
have been tabloid sausages from the 


them into the box. 

_“Would you mind telling me the prie¢ 
of that necklace you have in your 
hand?” he was asked. 

It was a double necklace of pearls 
that ranged in size from the marrow- 
fat down to the little French pea which 
touches on and appertains to lamb and 
mint sauce. 

“Certainly,” said the salesman, stay- 
ing his hand and examining a minute 
bit of cardboard attached to the string 
of tremulous moonshine. “I will give 
you a price on the string. But you 
must notice that it is a double string. 
It will go twice around any ordinary 
neck and hang loosely at that. I 
would have you observe that fact be- 
fore I mention the figure. And then 
look at the pearls!” 

He deftly stripped one off the string 
and handed it over the counter. | 

“Take one,’ he continued affably— 
“take it and try it. Just put it down 
on the floor and grind your heels on it. 
Don’t ba timid; try it. If you smash 
it there is no harm done. But you 
can’t smash it. It is no use trying to 
squeeze it with your Stamp 
on it. You can't hurt it. It is no mat. 
ter if you do.” 

Now, mind you, this was in one of 
the best-known jewelry stores in New 
York—a concern that for years has had 
a national reputation and that has cus- 
tomers among the ultra rich, not only 
here, but in every large city in the 
Union. It seemed a little beyond con- 
ventional lines to be asked smilingly 
by its representative to try and smash 
a few pearls by grinding them under 
your heel on the store floor. 

“Now, a fair price for a doubje neck- 
lace of pearls of that size,” continued 
the salesman, “is $1000, but you may 
have that string for $20-—-since they are 
not pearis but fish scales.’’ 

“What! Imitation, why ——?” 

“That's what they are.” 

“But I thought a house like this did 
not deal in imitations!”’ 

“Of course you did," was the smiling 
reply: “but a house like this does deal 
in imitations, all the same. There is 
more money in imitations than there is 
in the real thing, and furthermore, we 
sell imitations to our best class of cus- 
tomers. It is the wealthy people—the 
people of solid standing—on whom we 
rely most for our imitation jewelry 
trade; that is to say, next to the peo- 
ple of the siage, the people of the mil- 
lions buy the most imitation stuff. It’s 
queer, I admit, but it is true. 

“And yet, when you think of it, it ts 
very simple. Take a lady who is one 
of a family noted in New York for 
years as having great wealth. Well, 
she can hang any old glittering junk 
she chooses on her, and people think 
it is diamonds. Think it! .Gosh, they 
know it! And as for the stage people, 
of course, everybody assumes that the 
diamonds they wear on the stage are 
paste. Yet it is oftener, perhaps, than 
many suppose that real diamonds are 
seen on the stage. 

“Naturally, the largest customers for 
imitation diamonds are the stage peo- 
ple. Yet I could mention one actress, 
a favorite here in New York, ‘'vho 
wears genuine jewels. Her fortune in 
jewels is large—it must be large. There 
are persons who buy them for her. Not 
long ago, we sold a present for her that 
cost $20,000. 

“But ft is the Four Hundred who are 
our regular customers for imitation 
jewelry. They come to us with de- 
signs of the sunbursts, coronets and 
what-not that they own in the genuine 
stones and get us to imitate them. If 
is the imftation on all, except rare oc- 
casions that they wear. The real jew- 
els are stowed away in safe-deposit 
vaults. The advantage these women 
have is that they know how to wear 
jewels. Even if her identity ware un. 
known, a woman who Is accustomed to 
wear genuine diamonds wilk hang an 
imitation on her in such a way as to 
be convincing. On the other hand, 
some other woman who is just bégin- 
ning at being rich will put on genuine 
jewels in such a way that they will 
shout that they are paste. 

“We have a customer, a rich brewer's 
wife. She comes in here with her 
daughters every now and then with a 
wad of money as big as a ham, What- 
ever the daughters want she buys for 
them. They just browse around the 
store and pick out anything that sults 
‘'y. Mamma buys it. And, 
great § t, you ought to see it when 
it is hung on them! They could cart 
around diamonds worth tens of thou- 
sands and they might as well have 
chandelier prisms jingling on them. 

“On the other hand, one of these wo- 
men who have been in the swim a long 
time, for a generation or two, could 
put on a brooch of glass diamonds 
worth, maybe, intrinsically, $7 or $8 
and convince the world that it was 
worth as many hundreds. 

‘There is a great increase in the de- 
mand for imitation jewels of all kinds. 
diamonds, of course, being in the lead. I 
don’t undertake to account for it. I 
state the fact. And yet there is one 
substantial reason for it. The art of 
imitation was never so perfect as it is 
now. Let me show you something.” 
He went to a showcase and took out 
a beautiful little object in the form of 
a horseshoe. It was made of rubles 
and diamonds, two rows of diamonds, 
with a row of rubiés between. All the 
jewels were of small size, and there was 
just a truthful hint of trregularity in 
their dimensions that suggested diffi- 
culty in matching them. < 

“Here is an article,” he said, “of 
which the price is $20. If it were genu. 
ine it would cost—let me see——” 

Here he counted the number of so- 
called stones. 

“It would cost, if this were genuine, 
as far as Il am a judge of jewels, and 
I have been in the business for many

“J don't know why imitation dia- 
monds are called ‘paste’ diamonds. 
They are nothing but glass, pure and 
simple. Pure and simple, though, very 
wel] describes the glass of which they 
‘must be made. That's obvious. 
pure, clear, crystalline glass is the 
course you can 
color your glass as you like—color it 
for rubies or emeralds or leave it white 
for diamonds. But it is all glass just 
the same. When you see an imitation 
diamond you are seeing nothing but a 
bit of white glass. The only value it 
a in the labor that it put on it. 

“We have got two or three imitation 
diamond factories here in New York, 
and one of them, at least, does a great 
business. They make anywhere from 
‘300 to 500 per cent. on evéry sale, Let 
me give you an example. A woman 
came in here with a ring which she 
had bought of them. She had paid $10 
for it. She wanted, for curiosity, to 
know what it was intrinsically worth. 
The ring itself was gold. We tested 
it and found it eight carat gold. It was 
worth by weight about $1. The piece 
of glass that represented the diamond 
was worth, for the labor on it, about 25 
cents. There you have $1.25 sold for 
$10. That is merely a sample of the 
profit there is in the imitation dia- 
mond business—a vastly more profitable 
business than the trade in genuine dia- 
monds. The percentage in that, com- 
paratively, is small. 

“The cutting of bits of glass to imi- 
tate diamonds is quite an art. The 
French make the best of the imitations. 
They always will, I suppose. We hawe 
several firms eng d in the business 
here in New York, but put their work 
by the side of the French and there is 
no comparison. It is only the French 
work that requires an expert with a 
magnifying glass to detect the imita- 
tion. Lots of our American work you 
ean detect by merely looking at it 
through a shop window from the street. 
Of course it is very much cheaper on 
the market than the French work, and 
= has a big sale. Darkies buy lots 


it. 

“A bit of glass made to imitate a 
jewel must be gplit In two, provided in 
the setting the back is to be exposed. 
Between the two pieces there is placed 
a particle of tinfoil to give the bril- 
liancy. Sometimes when the back of 
the glass is to be buried in the setting, 
and so not exposed, a liquid lustre is 
applied. This does very well until you 
wash it, and then the luster goes and 
you have got only the glass without 
the sparkle. This liqu!d luster is some- 
times applied to genuine diamonds of 
yellow tint to .make them white. It 
does make them white until they are 
washed, and then the old bilious yellow 
comes back again and their selling 
value is reduced by just so much. Yor 
will see a good many of these washed 
yellow diamonds over in the Bowery. 
It is quite a trick In that latitude. 

“Pearls are imitated in two ways, at 
least. One is with wax and the other 
is with fish scales. Wax aris will 
melt. I know of a case where a wo- 
man of rather stout habit started in to 
dance one evening. She wore a beau- 
tiful pearl necklace. After dancing for 
a time she felt something running 
down her neck. She told her partner 
about it and asked him to look. ‘It's 
yer bades, ma'am,” he said, for it was a 
gathering of the haut ton of municipal 
politics—and sure enough it was the 
pearls.
